3y vote of the town the selectmen were instructed 
to install six lights at West Kingston at a price not ex- 
eeeding $22 per light. The increased cost of material to 
nearly double prevented the selectmen from earrying out 
the vote of the town, much to the regert of the board. By 
vote of the town the selectmen were instructed to re- 
move the street hight near the chapel at South King- 
ston and install it at Bartlett’s Mill. A petition was re- 
ceived by the board remonstrating against the removal 
of the light signed by many who thoughtlessly voted to 
remove it. The petitioners were given a hearing and a 
decision adverse to the vote taken by the town was ren- 
dered the light remaining while the board decided to in- 
stall a light at Bartlett’s Mill. By further vote of the 
town the selectmen were instructed to install a light on 
Powow Street at the foot of Bartlett Street by a pre- 
vious contract with the lighting company. No lights 
could be installed beyond the 500 feet limits the nearest 
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light being on Bartlett Street 1,100 feet away to secure 
this light at a dangerous corner the board were obliged 
to install two lights to secure the one.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


The past year has been comparatively free from epi- 
demic diseases of serious nature. Whooping cough and 
mumps have prevailed in parts of the town. These dis- 
eases, if proper care is taken, are not often serious in 
themselves but are dangerous on account of following 
disorders, of which they may be the exciting cause. 

Whooping cough, the prevalent idea notwithstand- 
ing, is accompanied or followed by a larger death rate 
than searlet fever. Mumps, though little dangerous to 
life may be followed by very serious consequences. 
During the year a ‘scare’ over Infantile Paralysis 
during which many people became unreasonable and 
fairly hysterical, occurred. This frame of mind, during 
an epidemic, constitutes an invitation to attack from the 
disease which a cool head and reasonable behavior will 
help to avoid the same. Attention is called to the fact 
that it is necessary that steps be taken to remedy the 
conditions in some of the schoolhouses in town. A radical 
change is needed and if not made voluntarily will doubt- 
less be forced upon us soon by the state authorities.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 


The trustees organized by electing Z. Willis Kemp, 
president; George F. Stevens, treasurer and Henry R. 
McCartney, secretary. The trustees installed the treas- 
urer to procure a standard record book recommended by 
the State Tax Commission; and also instructed the secre- 
tary to investigate as thoroughly as possible the history 
and condition of the various trust funds. 

The trustees did not come into actual possession of 
the funds until Sept. 13, which will explain why so lht- 
tle was done for the care of cemetery lots. 


Summary of Trust Funds 


I. Cemetery Funds: These funds were given by dif- 
ferent persons, as listed below, the incomes of which are 
to be used for the perpetual care of private lots. They 
are invested in savings banks, and vield incomes of four 
per cent. 

II. The Nichols Library Fund: This fund was given 
by J. Howard Nichols in 1897 in the form of a $1,000.00 
Chieago, Indianapolis and Lowtisville Railroad bond, 
* 1947. The bond yields six per cent. interest, and’ the in- 
come is to be used to purchase periodicals for the library. 

III. The E. S. Sanborn Fund: This fund came to the 
town by the will of Edward S. Sanborn in 1886. It con- 
sists of $2,000, the income of which is to be paid to such 
poor women of the town as may be best entitled, by con- 
duct and virtue, to the same. The fund is invested in 
savings banks, and yields four and one-quarter percent in- 
terest. . 

IV. The Thomas Elkins’ Funds: These funds came 
to the town by the will of late Thomas Elkins in 1828 in 
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the form of two $1,000 gifts. The income of one is to 
be used for the support of teachers in the common 
schools; the income of the other was to be used for the 
support of the poor of the town. Both funds were ta- 
ken by the town in 1852 and used to purchase a_ town- 
farm. The fund given for the support of the poor was 
appropriated, and no report on it has since been made. 
The town-farm was sold in 1874 and the proceeds turned 
into the town treasury. This fund needs to be restored 
by action of the town. The fund given for the support 
of schools was borrowed at six per cent. and the town has 
paid interest on it ever since. In 1869 $260 derived from 
an old literary fund was added to it. This year the se- 
lectmen gave a temporary note for this fund bearing in- 
terest at three and one-half per cent. This fund needs 
to be restored by action of the town. 

V. The Ward Clark Fund: In 1737 the Rev. Ward 
Clark, who as town minister organized and became the 
first pastor of the Congregational ehurch, willed to his 
people his house and home place adjoining it for a per- 
petual parsonage for the use of the ministry. This was 
occupied by the minister as long as the town ealled 4 
minister. In 1831 the place was sold, and the deed men- 
tions a consideration of $895. This appears from the 
town reeords to have been invested in the_ stock of 
either the Ocean Bank or the Granite Bank. The stock 
of these banks was sold in 1869 at an appreciation of 
thirty per eent. If the fund remained in these stocks: 
until 1869 it amounted at that. time to approximately 
$1,163. But it is possible that $500 of it was taken by 
the town in 1852, in which ease its value in 1869 was 
$1,013. This fund came in time to be so elosely joined 
with funds arising from the sale of land grants that the 
distinction between the two needs to be clearly set forth. 
In 1721, and again in 1730, the town granted eertain 
tracts of land for a parsonage for the use of the minister. 
These land grants were not a trust, but vested absolute- 
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ly in the town. Baptist Society v. Wilton, 2 N. H. 508; 
Candia v. French, 8 N. H. 133. The Ward Clark gift was 
a trust, of which the town were merely trustees. New- 
market v. Smart, 45 N. H. 87. A portion of the land 
grants was sold in 1802 and the proceeds funded. When 
the Ward Clark place was sold in 1831, apparently with- 
out judicial instruction, the proceeds were erroneously 
joined with the land grant fund and treated in the same 
way. About 1848 the bulk of the land grants were sold, 
the last parcel being sold in 1851, and a committee ap- 
pointed in 1851 to fund the proceeds reported that the 
avails from the sale of land grants amounted to $4,305. 
This was invested in railroad and bank stock, and, to- 
wether with the Ward Clark fund came to be known as the 
Parsonage Fund. In 1869 the town sold all these stocks 
and used the proceeds to pay the town debt. With this 
~ action the funds ceased to exist as funds. Rice v. Wads- 
worth, 27 N. H. 104. 
With the fund derived from the sale of land grants, 
it being not of the nature of a trust fund, the trustees 
have no concern; but the fund derived from the sale of 
the Ward Clark homestead, it being a trust fund which 
eannot be extinguished by any mistake on the part of 
trustees, must be restored by the town, and applied by 
judicial instruction to its proper purpose. 
The amount of this fund will have to be determined, 
either by agreement between the town and the trustees or 
-by a judgment of the court. As above noted, this seems 
to. be between $1,163 and $1,018. The trustees are will- 
ing to agree on an even $1,000 as the present value of the 


fund.

The 
mast important of these periodicals are being bound so 
as to preserve for reference facts that cannot well be 
found elsewhere. | 
_ This year the trustees have added to the library sev- 
eral of the best books to be found on country lfe and 
rural progress. We commend these to the careful at- 
tention of our readers. 

To aid our boys and girls in becoming acquainted 
with the birds of this vicinity four charts giving the 
exact representations of these birds have been placed on 
the walls of the reading room of the library. Already 
the young people have made considerable use of these 
charts in naming the birds which they see. 

The trustees have taken advantage of the high price 
of paper during the year and have sold several hundred 
pounds of papers and periodicals that have been ace- 
cumulating for several years. 

We recommend that the usual appropriation of one 
hundred dollars be made by the town for the support of 
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the library for the coming year.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In making their annual report the School Board 
wishes to call attention to certain matters. 

In regard to the members of the board you will no- 
tice that there are but two. The resignation of Mrs. 
Flora E. Hilliard was received about the middle of the 
fiseal year. Her death came shortly after her resigna- 
tion. She was a very competent member of the Sehool | 
Board and will be greatly missed. She showed unusual 
interest in the welfare of the schools during her several 
terms of service, and spared neither time nor energy in 
her efforts. _, ~ 

We have not been favored in retaining all of our 
former teachers. We believe best results are achieved 
from as few changes as possible in the teaching force. 
We regret having to make so many changes of teachers 
at District No.2. The resignation of Mrs. Mattie D. 
Cavaric, on account of illness, left a vaecaney hard to fill 
at that time of the year. It is a difficult matter to get 
competent teachers when needed. E 

Teachers in previous years have had the remainder 
of Thanksgiving week and two weeks at Christmas. 
This year the School Board, to save expense closed the 
schools the whole of Thanksgiving week and gave but 
one week at Christmas. 

In regard to supplies, we have been eeonomical al- 
though the schools have had all that were needed. Care- 
ful use of supplies is as important to the pupil as it is 
to the taxpayer in as much that the pupil learns the les- 
son of economy. We have added some text-books this 
year in supplementary reading. In the progress of edu- 
cation a change of text-books is necessary from time to 
time. 
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It is not only the privilege, but the duty of the pa- 
rents to visit the schools. In many towns the Parent- 
Teachers’ Association has been a great factor in bring- 
ing about the cooperation of teachers and parents. <A 
great deal of good ean be accomplished by these means. 
The parents learn more about the condition of the 
schools and the environments of their children. Know- 
ing these things they are better fitted to meet the de- 
mands of the more modern school. 

The question arises again this year in regard to cen- 
tralizing Districts No. 2 and No. 8, or putting both 
school buildings in proper condition. It is time that the 
townspeople give this important subject due considera- 
tion. 

We find four pupils, whose attendance was perfect 
for the three terms, Raymond A. Avery, Wilbert M. 
Swett, Melvin French and J. Kenneth Merrill. 

The tax by law for the coming year is $1,050.00 and 
there will be needed for high school tuition $1,100.00 and 
for books and supplies $100.00. 

In conclusion we wish to thank the teachers for their 
earnest efforts and the townspeople for their support.
